Examiner's Amendments to the Specification 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Claims 74, 82-93 are directed a Bacillus cell comprising a nucleic acid construct 
comprising (a) an amyQ promoter of specific nucleic acid sequence operably linked to a 
a nucleic acid sequence encoding a desired polypeptide and (b) a CrylllA mRNA 
processing stabilizing sequence located downstream of said amyQ promoter and 
upstream of the nucleic acid sequence encoding the polypeptide, wherein the mRNA 
processing/stabilizing sequence increases expression of the nucleic acid sequence 
encoding said polypeptide. 
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Claimed amyQ promoters are free of prior art. Further, the prior art does not 
teach or suggest preparing such specifically claimed promoters. Hence said promoters 
are also non-obvious. Since said promoters are both novel and non-obvious, a construct 
comprising said promoters as specically claimed and a bacillus cell comprising said 
construct are also novel and non-obvious. 

Claims 74, 82-93 are allowed.
